Indiscriminate trimming and a lack 
Oi sealing causes the death of 50 per 
cent. of our fruit and shade trees. Dis­ 
eases which result from an unhealed 
'wound are many. 
Most common and 
probably the most edstructive is the 
bore or tree worm. He gains entrance 
w herever tile bark is broken and eats 
to the heart of the tree. 
These worms 
multiply rapidly and soon the tree I 
they are eating begins to look un­ 
healthy.
